WHAT A CHRISTIAN! 


Rev. George W. Hortzclaw in the Arkansas 
Penitentiary for Forgery. 


CuicaGco, September 6.—A special to the 
Times from Little Rock, Ark., says: Rev. 
George W. Hortzclaw has been lodged in the 
State prison at this place baving been con- 
victed of forgery at the last term of the 
Cleburne County Circuit Court and sentenced 
to five years imprisonment. The prisoner has 
an interesting history. For some years past 


he has been operating in different parts ofthe 
country under various aliases. He ig. 
a native of Pennsylvania, entered the 
Methodist. ministry and was expelled 
from one of the Ohio conferences, 
having béen proven guilty of conduct unbe- 
comin a minister. He soon after ap- 
eared as a Christian or Campbellite preacher, 
t is said he was pastor of churches in Spring- 
field and Peoria, III., and in other places. 
real character soon revealed itself and led to 
disgrace and dismissal. Wherever he located, 
he married, deserting his wife when exposure 
came. Hesettied and married in Cleburne 
County, this State, a year ago. He was con- 
sidered a very eloquent preacher and crowds 
flocked to hear him. When arrested 
on the charge of forgery he was 
condueting a revival in Franklin 
County and was immersing converts in a 
stream of water near the church.

the unfortunate earthquake sufferers. 


One member of the committee is kept 
busy writing out passes on the railways 
to transport sufferers to other points. The 
committee prefers to give this character ot 
assistance above all others. It gets 
the unfortunates away. Orders for rations 
are being issued, money is given to no one. 
During the rush of the applicants for assist- 
ance, a large section of the Meeting street 
front of the Court-house, opposite the Oity 


Hall, fell out The report of the 
fall was equal to an earthquake 
shock. Immediately the assembled 


thousands in and out of the building began to 
sway and move like the billows of a storm- 
stricken sea. The cooler heads present 
mounted chairs and admonished the people to 
move away quietly and not become excited. 
THE SCENE WAS APPALLING 

for a short time, but quiet was finally restored. 
The men at work tearing down the frail por- 
tions of the court-house were ordered to 
stop work. Acting Mayor Huger says 
the Relief Committee is now assisting 
about one-third of Charleston’s entire popu- 
lation. Mayor Courtney is expected to arrive 
on the first train on the Coast Line to-morrow 
and will holdaspecial meeting of the City 
Council, when decisive steps will be taken to 
afford protection from falling buildings and 


clear the streets of some of the debris 
which now inpedes the progress of 
pedestrians and vehicles everywhere. 


Dispatches continne to pour in, offering aid. 
About $95,000 have already reached here. From 
indications at hand, it is believed that the con- 
tributions will finally 


AGGREGATE $500,000, 
and that $200,000 will have arrived by to-mor- 
row night. Money sent by registered letter, 
or by express to Mayor Courtney or the relief 
committee comes in the most desirable shape 
although many contributions arrive in the 
form of post- oſllce orders, drafts, etc. Shortly 
after 10 o’clock the scenes of despair and 
frightatthe City Hall were again renewed 
by the falling buildings in that vicinity. 
The great crowd near St. Philip’s Church 
where the tall spireis being torn down, fled 
precipitately. The steeple of St. Michael’s 
Church, the landmark of the city, which was 
supposed to have been completely wrecked, 
appears to be about the only 
tall structure which can be 
permitted to stand. At sunrise this morning 
the weather looked threatening, and at this 
hour (Il a. m.) it looks as though a steady rain 
may set in before night. People who slept on 
board of vessels in the harbor last night 
bay they felt the II o’clock shock very plainly. 


Vessels made forward plunges, then 
there was a rum bling noise, and 
the waves thumped the hulls 


viciously. The scientists came to the front 
to-day with the statements that there will be 
revisitations of shocks every day for some 
time, possibly weeks yet. |

THE CENTRAL AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 


Dr. Zaldivar’s Hurried Trip to Costa Rica 
—War Probable. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw York, September 6.—It has just been 
discovered that Dr. Zaldivar, ex-President of 
San Salvador, sailed on Wednesday last under 
an assumed name in the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship City of Para, for Puntas Arenas, Costa 
Rica. Zaldivar, who has long played a 
prominent part in Central American 
politics. led the troops of San 
Salvador against those of Guatemala 
in the action in which Gen. Barrios 
was killed about two years ago. Soon after- 
ward, having secured the election and mange. 
ration of his friend Gen. Menendez, as his 
successor, he went to Europe, whence he re 
turned a few weeks ago. During his stay in 
New York it is supposed he has been con- 
stantly watched by agents of the Guatemalan 


Government, but wo 4 eluded them. It is 
said that while in Paris, Zaidivar, as the 
accredited financial agent of an 
Salvador, negotiated a loan for 
his Government to be used, it 


was alleged, in building railroads, and that he 
also secured promises of moral and material 
support from the French Government in fur- 
therance of projected operations against 
Guatemala and Honduras to accomplish ex- 
President Soto’s plau of a Central American 
union that should include the republics of 
Guatemala, Honduras, San Salvador, Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica under one government, 
Zaldivar, it is said, is going to Costa Rica to 
meet Marco Aurelio Soto, who is his friend and 
ally. It is learned on good authority that Soto, 
who left here for San Salvador about six weeks 
ago, has started for San Jose, the 
capital of Costa Rica, whose President, 
Gen. Soto, is his near relative. Snortly before 
his gdeparture Zaldivar confided toa friend 
here that upon his arrival at San Jose a con- 
ference would be heid between himsélf, Soto 
and the Presidents of Costa Rica, Nicaragua 
and San Salvador. This conference, it is prob- 
able, will agree upon an ultimatum to Presi- 
dent Bogran of Honduras and President Bar- 
rilias of Guatemala, proclaiming a Central 
American Union. 

The recent reports that troops of Honduras 
had defeated a body of revolutionista under 
Gen. Delgado, and killed his trusted Lieuten- 
ant, Col. Morey, are not credited here by 
those acquainted with Central American affairs. 
The only telegraph wire is under Bogran’s 
men and the dispatches may have been sent 
by him withthe idea of discouraging Soto’s 
friends in New York. The Unionists, or Soto’s 
party, in Central America are undoubtedly 
making active preparations for war, andif 
Guatemala and Honduras insist on —— 
there will be lively times all over entral 
America. Soto not only asserts that he is 
supported by the majority of the people of 
Honduras and Guatemala, and by the Govern- 
ments of the three other Central American 
Republics, but that Secretary Bayard has 
promised him the prompt recognition and 
support of the United States.

BAD FOR BULGARIA. 


PRINOB ALEXANDER DESERTS HIS SUB- 
JECTS IN SPITE OF THEIR PROTESTS. 


Bismarck Advises the Prince to Abdicate— 
Comments of the London Press—Turkey 
Making Military Preparations on the 
Frontier—The Cholera in Italy—Treaty 
with the Rajah of Sikkim Abrogated— 
Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpos, September 6.—Though the news 
this morning, of Alexander's intention to ab- 
dicate, in consequence of the attitude of the 

Ozar is no surprise, it has still 

created considerable sensation here and 

in other European capitals. The position of 
affairs in the Balkans is strangely melo- 


dramatic. The Prince seems de- 
termined to abandon his throne, 
though his subjects emphatically pro- 


test against such a course and declare 
their willingness to stand by him at all costs. 
Alexander’s action is inexplicable, as he must 
have known the Uzar’s yiews throughout the 
past week. His submission to 
Russia can hardly be attributed 
to fear of Russian hostility, seeing that his 
policy in the past has been chiefly directed to 
opposing Russian intrigue and influence in 
Bulgaria. On the other hand, if he feels it im- 
possibie to maintain his position, why did he 
ever return to Bulgaria as he did amid 
the enthusiasm and rejoicing of his people? 


Alexander’s reselve to abdieate is defin- 
itely announced under touching 
circumstances. ‘‘As I am, he said, 
‘‘an obstacle to Builgaria’s freedom 


and welfare, I am prepared to make 
the necessary sacrifice.’’ His officers assured 
him that he wasthe sole guarantee of Bul- 
garia’s independence and welfare. If he went, 
there was end to Builgaria’s happiness. A 
circumstance which makes Alexander’s ac- 
tion 
DOUBLY. MYSTERIOUS 

is that if he remained in Bulgaria, Russia was 
pledged not forcibly to interfere in 
the affairs of the principality. Neither 
Germany nor Austria oppose his abdication. 
If it really takes place Russia would, of 
course, immediately send an agent to assume 
charge of Bulgarian affairs till a new Prince 
is appointed. The Standard takes comfort in 
the following words: ‘‘Itis not for England 
to seek to uphold any arrangement in Bul- 
garia opposed by the three military empires, 
anything that increases Russia’s interest, 


absorbs her attention in Europe, and 
will divert it in some measure from 
Asia. Thus we shall acquire 
more time to make ourown arrangements to 
render Russian machinations in Asia 
more harmiess.’’ The Daily News, 
while of the opinion that Bulgaria 


will practically become a Russian dependency. 
says The event, of course, is a great triumph 
for Russia. At one stroke it restores the 
prestige of the Czar in the Balkan Peninsula.’’

ALEXANDER’S ABDICATION. 


The Bulgarian Prince Lays Aside the Purple 
Robe of Power. 


Soria, September 6.—After Saturday’s re- 
ception by the populace of Sofia, Prince Alex- 
ander made an address to his army officers in 
which he signified his intention of abdicating. 
He concluded with these words: I cannot 
remain in Bulgaria, for the Czar will not per- 
mit me, because my presence is inimical to the 
interests of the country. Iam forced to quit 
the throne. 

The independence of Bulgaria requires 
that I leave the country. It I did not Russia 
would occupy it. I will, however, consult 
with the superior officers and constitute a re- 
gency which will endeavor to protect the in- 
terests of my officers. In any case, I rely on 
the army.’’ 

ALEXANDER’S REASONS. 

Soria, September 6.—Prince Alexander's de- 
cision to abdicate is attributed partly to loss 
of vigor of mind and body consequent upon 
the severe trials which he has undergone 
lately. 


BISMARCK AND THE PRINCE. | 

Before Prince Alexander announced his in- 
tention to quit the throne he received a tele- 
gram from Prince Bismarck recommending 
that he abdicate in order to save Bulgaria. 

CIVIL WAR PROBABLE. 

September 6.—Prince Alexander on Satur- 
day presided at a meeting representing all 
parties in Bulgarie, It was decided to 
appoint M. Stambuioff, M. Radoslavoff, M. 
Kuraveloff, M. Guechoff and M. Stolloff to ne- 
gotiate with Russia and the other powers for 
the settlement of the Bulgarian crisis. An or- 


| dinary session of the Bulgarian Chamber of 


Deputies has been summoned to discuss the 
abdication. Itis believed that the departure 
of Prince Alexander from Bulgaria is likely to 
resuit in civil war. 

THE PRACE OF EUROPE. 

LONDON, September 6.—The Morning Post 
says: We greatly doubt whether Prince Bis- 
marck’s policy will ensure the peace of 
Europe. Europe will have no peace until the 
wrongs Russia has inflicted on arising people 
are avenged. Whatever may be the reasons 
which induced Prince Bismarck to sacrifice 
Prince Alexander to the personal animosity of 
the Czar, we cannot believe that Europe will 
approve a policy tending to make the Czar 
arbiter of the whole Continent.’’

From October lof the present year all mer- 
chandise existing in the Custom Houses and 
which shall be imported thereafter shail pay 
fifteen per cent additional to the established 
duties to be paid, and estimated upon the 
appraisements, and upon the same term 
as the maritime customs are now paid; 
the culture of tobacco is free to 
all, but subject to such rules as may be 
laid down by the Government; import duty 
on tobacco coming from foreign ports is $3 
per pound; tobacco introduced across the 
frontier pays duty as follows: Good to su- 
perior quality, 50 cents, when manufactured; 
medium to inferior 98 30 
cents, manufactured; to su- 
perior quality, manufactured, $1.25; 
medium to inferior quality manufactured, 75 
cents; foreign tobacco can only be sold in 
duly licensed places which pay a tax of $6 or 
$10 monthly ; export of tobacco is free.’’

Over Thirty Thousand Workingmen at Chi- 
cago in Line—A Monster Procession in

Boston, Mass., September 6.—‘‘Labor 
day, which is to be a permanent annual in- 
stitution in Boston, was inaugurated by tne 
workingmen of this city and suburbs to- 
day, in an imposing manner. The 
feature of the morning was a 
grand procession in five divisions, in which it 
is estimated some 13,000 persons participated, 
and which took an hour to pass a given 
point. The procession, in which were repre- 
sented all the laboring interests of the 


city was reviewed by Mayor O’Brienjon School 
street and was witnessed by thousands of 
people, who crowded the sidewalks and along 
the route and in narrower streets seriously 
encroached upon the right of way of the 
procession. he exercises of the day are to 
continued at a monster picnic which is to be 
held at Downer Landing. The afternoon will 
be devoted to athletic sports, dancing, clam- 
bakes, etc. 


The Parade in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, September 6.—The annual street 
parade in this city to-day was the most note- 
worthy ever made by the labor organizations 
of “tone +8 both in point ot numbers and in 


point of equipment. The day was warm, but 
perfect in all other respects fora street dis- 
play. The column began moving at 10:30 
O' clock, and, marching steadily, was two 
hours in its passage. The column was divided

30,000 and 35,000. The feature of the — 
was contained in the remarkable uniformity 
shown by each division of marchers, the latter 
all being equipped with canes, and generaliy 
wearing siouched hats of dark or grey color. 
All the trades marched by columns of 
fours, well closed up, and generally moving 
with great precision and regularity. One 
column of 500 enpioyes of the bank safe man- 
ufacturers wore white tiles. Ihe column of 
ourneymen tailors, numbering 1,000, wore 
white derbys, and presented probably the 
finest appearance of any distinct body of the 
marchers. The American flag was carried by 
each division and there were very few mottoes 
or banners borne in the column. One of the 
trucks in the line carried the figure of a twenty 
foot aye oe out cheap labor, ideal- 
ized by the figure of a Chinaman. The pro- 
cession concluded with an almost endless 
display of manufactured goods on gally dec- 
orated wagons. One of the Knights of Labor 
Assemblies carried a banner inscribed: 
„Avoid all politicians.’’

A Monster Parade. 


New YorK, September 6.—This being the

The procession started from Thir- 
teenth street and Fourth avenue and moved to 
uare, where it was reviewed by Mayor 
Grace, Henry George and Robert Blissert. 
The column paraded through Broadway to 
Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth street, where 
it disbanded. The members then proceeded 
to Harlem River Park, where the picnic took 
piace, and various games was engaged in. 


The Baltimore Demonstration. 


BALTIMORE, September 6.—The demonstra- 
tion of the Knights of Labor to-day was the 
largest of the industrial classes ever 
witnessed in Baltimore. In the early

FELL SIXTY FEET. 


A Serious Elevator Accident at Armour’s 
Packing-House, Chicago. 


CuicaGo, September 6.—A serious elevator 
accident occurred at Armour & Co.’s Packing 
house atthe Stock Yards yesterday. John 
Ross, James Hurley, William Martin and 
William Morris entered the cage on the first 
floor intending to go to the second story. 
Ross started the elevator and when the second 
floor was reached he attempted to stop it, but 
failed. Morris concluded something was 


wrong and, opening the wicker 
door, he jumped out onto the second 
floor, In the meantime the speed of the 


machine became visibly accelerated. Ross 
tugged mantully at the wire cord to stop the 
machine, but his efforts were useless. The 
heavy machine whizzed through the second 
and third stories with frightful velocity, and 
striking the roof fully sixty feet from the 
ound was shattered.

citizen, we have also opposed it 
as impracticable, as an experiment which 
had so far done more harm than good; 
failing to mitigate the evil it was intended 
to cure, and carrying in its train a brood 
of evils peculiar to all infringements of 
wholesome liberty, besides inflicting great 
damage upon the industries of the people 
and the economies of the State. 

But just because this view of the ques- 
tion has plainly been that of Missouri’s 
people by an overwhelming majority, and 
because the great vested interests of the 
State are surely wise and strong enough 
to protect themselves in such a con- 
test, the Post-DispaTcH has for 
years past insisted that the submis- 
sion of a Prohibition amendment to the 
people was the speediest and only effec- 
tual way of entombing it, of eliminating 
a fruitless issue from our politics, and se- 
curing effective action in behalf of prac- 
ticable and wholesome regulation. 

The right of the people to vote upon 
and adopt such an amendment 
is guaranteed by the Constitution and 
can not be taken away from them. 
To deny that right or to obstruct its ex- 
ercise by party action is only to retard a 
settlement, prolong the agitation, and 
provide the Prohibitionists with an issue 
far stronger than Prohibition itself. If 
the people elect a majority of submuission- 
ists to the next Legislature, probably not 
one member will be at the same time a 
Prohibitionist, and at the succeeding 
election the prohibition question will dis- 
appear from Missouri politics for a gener- 
ation at least.

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TOO LATE, 

So long as the Democrats of Missouri 
unwarily permitted the railroad attorneys 
to capture their State organization and 
paralyze their Legislature and spike all 
the anti-monopoly guns in their State 
Constitution, just so long the Republicans 
of Missouri kept mum on the subject and 
were content to see the Constitution nulli- 
fied. 

For eleven years the minority mouthed 
over theirold worn-out war-whoops and 
persisted in the Bourbonic stupidity of 
displaying in their platforms and utter- 
ances an alien and bitterly unjust spirit of 
hostility to the State andits people. An 
issue on which the Republican party 
might have stood forth as the friend of 
the people and the champion of their fun- 
damental law was ignored year after 
year by Republican conventions that 
seemed to meet for no other purpose but 
towork the wiresof Federal patronage 
for office-grabbers. 

But when the Democrats at last awoke 
to the evils of the situation and adopted a 
platform which is the death warrant of 
improper railroad domination over the 
Government of Missouri, then, for the 
first time, we find a Republican State Con- 
vention thundering against the control of 
the State by a party which has been too 
tamely submissive to the influence of the 
railroad kings. 

A minority party in the State without 
even Federal patronage to fall back upon 
and without the nerve to grapple aggress- 
ively with such great live issues as Pro- 
hibition and railroad regulation, is 
bound to remain the under dog in Mis- 
souri. 
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THE determination of Prince ALEXAN- 
DER to abdicate at once will be very apt 
to inaugurate a state of disorder and con- 
fusion in Bulgaria, with ensuing conse- 
quences of the gravest character. With 
ALEXANDER at the head of affairs and the 
population practically united in his sup- 
port, peace would have been assured for 
a time at least. But when he abdicates, it 
will be hard to prevent the most serious 
disturbances, if not civil war. Recent 
events in the East teach that Rus- 
sia does not want peace in Bulgaria. 
The Czar has affirmed that he will not in- 
terfere in Bulgarian affairs except in be- 
half of peace and ordér; and then he in- 
sists upon a status that can hardly fail to 
result in the overthrow of peace and 
order. Itiseems to be the Russian design 
to put a Russian army into Bulgaria at 
an early day, while a preliminary effort 
will be made to arrange a condition of 
affairs that will lend some color of justifi- 
cation to such a serious measure as mili- 
tary occupation.

Election for City Judge and Clerk of the 
Court—News Notes. 


The election fora City Judge and Clerk of 
the Court will be held here to-morrow, and the 
prospects are good for close contests. There 
are four candidates for Judge and three for 
Clerk. The aspirants forthe judgeship are 
B. H. Canby, W. J. Patterson, Wm. P. Launtz, 


and Richard J. Long. William Guion, Tom 
Hannifan and Thomas May are the three 
gentlemen desirous of being elected Clerk. 
There has been considerable speculation 
as to who will be successfu in the 
contest for the judgeship, and the opinions 
expressed are so different that it is evident the 
strength of ali three of the candidates is 
nearty equal. A prognostication of the result 
would not therefore be safe. Mr. Canby is 
known to be the choice of the present 
Administration, and as candidates fa 
vored by the party in power 
are usually elected the chances would seem to 
de in his favor. The other candidates, how- 
ever, have brought such strong influences to 
bear in their canvass that the choice of the 
party in power may for once fail to be the 
choice of the people. ‘Mr. Richard 
J. Long, who is at present a Justice of the 
Peace, has always shown great streugth in 
elections, and he will have the Catholic in- 
fluence in his candidacy for the judgeship. 
Judge Launtz, 9 the fact that he 
would have to hustle in order to de 
elected this time, has made amost through 
canvass and now feels confident of success, 
though he admits that Canby will 
push him. Judge Launtz said this 
morning that he k:new his strength 
exactly now and could not be defeated un- 
less trickery or illegal voting was resorted:to 
by the supporters of his opponents. He is de- 
termined to Co all in his power to prevent any 
dirty work if it should be attempted and 
will have challengers at all the polls. 
Fearing that ar objection would be raised by 
the judges against allowing any challengers in 
the polis Judge Launtz obtained an opinion 
from State’s Attorney Holden relative to the 
manner in which an election must be 
conducted here under the provisions of the 
general election law. In his opinion the 
State’s Attorney states that section 64 of the 
general law, chapter 46, provides ‘‘that the 
udges of election shall allow at 
east one and not more than two iegal 
voters of each pene to the contest, to be 
chosen by the parties respectively, into the 
room where the election is held to act as chal- 
lengers of voters and such challengers may 
remain with the Board of Election 
until the votes are all canvassed and the result 
declared. 

It has been a practice here at election not to 
allow challengers into the polls, but in order 
that the judges of to-morrow'es election 
may be fully aware of the law relative 
to the manner in which the election must be 
conducted Judge Launtz has had the State“ s 
Attorney’s opinion printed andthe circulars 
distributed. The contest for the clerkship will 
pe very close.

PATHETIC LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
OF EASTLAND COUNTY. 


New Life to be Given the Canvass for Sub- 
scriptions — Destitution Greater Than 
Previously Reported—All Donations Sent 
but One Car, Which Goes to Comanche 
County To-Night. 


The suffering in Texas grows. As the facts 
are coming out, aid that has been sent 
seems pitifully small in comparison 
with the need. Said President 
Cobb this morning: We have bled the 
Exchange and yet there is more suffer- 
ing to de relieved. It is greater 
than we thought. We shall ap- 
point a new committee to solicit outside 
subscriptions. The committee will consist 


of one member of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, one of the Cotton Exchange and 
one of the Manufacturers’ Association. Lots 
of firms have contributed nothing; with a few 
exceptions this is the rule. e want 
to get all we can, but those 
whocan contribute should not wait to be 
called upon by the committee. They should 
send in their money atonce. We need it very 
badly for those poor people.’’ 

A letter was received by the President, this 
— nape from 8. M. Holland, County Treas- 
urer of Eastland County, Tex. He says: ‘‘I 
think that business men, merchants and 
men of means will survive this calamity, gen- 
erally, but there are some 3,000 people in this 
county who have not a week's 

rovisions and don’t know where to turn 
or bread. A great many people have left 
this and adjoining counties to work for sup- 
—— of bread and necessaries of life. They 
ave to go more than 100 miles to find 
even farm work at poor wages and so many 
have already gone that the  farm- 
ers there cannot supply them. There 
is but little public building or 
railroad building in the State, and the people 
cannot get work to do that will 
even keep them supplied should they 
leave here. Probably one farmer in 
a hundred has old grain left from last year on 
which he can get through the winter, but many 
have not a bushelof any grain and do not 
know where to get seed. Their milch 
cows are not marketable neither is their farm 
stock. Hundreds are living on farms on 
which but a third of the purchase 
money has been paid. They have 
exhausted their all trying to open the land, 
build and make a crop. The cotton last fall 
was a failure, virtually, and this year the 
farmers, pooriy clad and supplied, 
have planted, plowed, toiled and 
waited to see their several crops, one by one, 
fail completely, and now they are driven to 
the wall! Their food for themselves and stock 
is gone. They have nothing, not even means 
to get away. Within the last three weeks 
considerable rain has fallen, and we have 
strong hopes that the stock can get through 
the winter on grass that may grow before 
severe frosts. But bread to eat, seed 
to plant and clothes to wear are hard 
matters to meet when the mgrchants have lost 
all they can loose and not break. Tue better 
off will have to make reat sacrifices 
and undergo severe privations to keep 
from begging, while the poorer half have 
neither bread, clothes nor seed, nor can hey 
find work that will pay wages.’’ 0 

On the 20th of July a committee of citizens of 
Eastland County sent out the following, which 
is a part of their circular appeal for relief: 

»In the summer of 1885 a drouth began in 
this county, which continued with such blight- 
ing effect that the cotton crop wag cut down 
to one-fourth of what it otherwise 
would have been. Crops of small 
grain were sown both in the fall and in tne 
spring and owing to the continued drouth 
they were a total loss, not more than one crop 
in twenty furnishing a bundle of grain or even 
substantial pasture. The corn and cotton crops 
for this year have been well cultivated,though 
a great deal of the land has been so newly 
put in cultivation that it was in no condition 
to stand drouth. There has been no general 
rain in this county since the 2th day 
of June, 1885, and the partial showers have 
been light, few and far between, until within 
the last ten days. The corn crop for this year 
on the most favored farms and sections 
will make from two to five bush- 
els to the acre, while three-fourths 
of the farms will not produce an ear of corn. 
More than half of the cotton crop has died out 
entirely, while that which survives 
may, if the season proves favor- 
able, ield from one-tenth to one-fourth 
of a baletothe acre. * * Such a drouth 
as this has not before been known since the 
settiement of this country, and we have 
strong reasons to hope that it will not again 
be visited upon this section.’’ 

Ina portion of Treasurer Holland’s letter 
not quoted he says: Our people don’t want 
luxuries; they want bread, grain and 
clothes. That is what the Merchants’ 
Exchange intends they shall have if it is possi- 
ble to secure the necessary money. here 
remains of amounts donated up to 
Saturday night $250 money and less 
than thirty barrels of flour. With money se- 
cured to-day Mr. Cox will make up and ship a 
ear of relief to Comanche Coun- 
ty. one of the suffering districts, 
not previously favored with provisions. Then 
there will be nothing more to send. But 
it is expected that turther re- 
sponses will be received to 
the appeals of solicitors and the lines of dona- 
tion can be kept up. To-day on Change 
the twenty-five shares of Laclede mining 
stock donated to the fund by 
Jos. F. Wangler were sold. Redmond Cleary 
bought ten shares at $1.75, J. Kinsella ten 
shares at 51.50 and Louis Heim five shares at 
$1.50, aggregating $40, for the benefit of the 
Texans.

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THE CIVIL-SERVICE COMMISSION. 


Dorman B. Eaton Replies in an Open Letter 
to Commissioner Oberly. 


New York, September 6.—August 18 the 
Times published a long letter from Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner Oberly, which that gentle- 
man sald was in reply to charges made against 
the present commission by Senators Plumb 
and Ingalls. A synopsis of that letter was 
sent in these dispatches. This morning the 
same paper publishes a long reply to Mr. 
Oberly, made by ex-Commissioner Dorman B. 
Eaton. Mr. Eaton says of Oberly’s letter: 


Prominent acts of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion in which I had a part asa commissioner 
are placed before the public in an aspect so 
unwarranted, so partisan and incorrect, so 
discreditable to all the original commissioners, 
that lam not allowed the liberty of silence. 
If by remainiftg silent Ishouid only appear to 
admit that I had been lamentably incompetent 
as a commissioner; that the original commis- 
sion, acting in good faith, had been guilty of 
sundry mistakes; that reform administration 
is now much better managed and 
that a Democratic Commissioner, com- 
ing also directly to his position from 
acceptable, and, I am sure, honorable ser- 
vice as the Executive Manager of his party ina 
State of which Mr. Hendricks — Senator 
Voorhees were the most characteristic and 
popular leaders, had in a few weeks become 
sO zealous, bold and radical in the cause of 
reform that the work of the original Commis- 
sioner, who had laid the foundations and left 
him a complete and successful working system 
of reform, seemed to him timid, teeble and 
partisan— had only such admissions involved, 
l should have been ee delighted and so assured 
of giorious things in the future by such con- 
spicuous evidence, not merely of the latent 
qualities of the new Commissioner, but of the 
regenerating effects ofa study of the reform 
system, thatI should never have thought of 
troubling you with this communication. 

CHARGE OF PARTISAN MANAGEMENT. 

Unfortunately, however, the letter of the 
Commissioner goes much further and a failure 
to answer it would be held by others, as it 
certainly would by myself, to involve ad- 
missions not less discreditable to my motives 
than to my capacity. Directly, or by unmis- 
takable innuendo, the manner of conducting 
and grading examinations and making of cer- 
tifications, especially for the Pension Office, 
the advising of the special rule of July 22, 1884, 
the making of the boards of examiners of cus- 
toms officers and port officers, while 
the majority of the commissioners were 
Republican, and some other matters are 
set forth as the triumph of a narrow and 
partisan spirit, if not as the premeditated exe- 
cution of a partisan purpose. The letter 
speaks of examinations as ‘‘rigorously con- 
ducted by Republican examiners,’’ and the 
Commissioners as making certifications in 
apparent haste, just before a Presidential 
election, when the filling of vacancies by 
Republican partisans is represented as going 
forward in the pursuit of a partisan policy on 
the part of the Commission. Such appears 
to be the interpretation of this 
part of the letter by great reform 
commissioners now in service, that they 
have made the examinations of the commis- 
sion non-partisan by reversing the practice of 
their Kkepublican predecessors in the commis- 
sion,’’ eto., and that the Customs and Postal 
Board of Examiners can not now, as under 
Republican administration, be constituted en- 
tirely of members of one political party. 

ONB-SIDED CONSPIRACY. 

The meaning of these words in connection 
with various imputations of partisan motives 
in the letter as charging the former commis- 
sioners with the partisan management which 
their successors have felt compelled to prac- 
tically reverse, is certainly not ambiguous. I 
am far from wishing to magnify these serious 
and offensive charges whieh, if true, ought to 
disgrace me and my former associates forever. 
So flagrantly bad and unquestlonably certain 
has the partisan action of the Republican 
Commissioners been assumed to be 
that Commissioner Oberly has 
thought it justifiable to thus arraign 
them before the public without allowing them 
any opportunity for explanation or the least 
notice that his charges had been prepared or 
were to be published. Now it happened that 
after having one of the two original Republican 
Commissioners appointed by President Ar- 
thur, I was reappointed by President Cleveland 
and acted as Commissioner with Mr. Edger- 
ton and Mr. Trenholm, Democrats, while the 
latter held the place now occupied by Mr. 
Oberly. For nearly three weeks, while Messrs. 
Edgerton and Trenhoim were arranging their 
business for coming to Washing- 
ton, I was entrusted by those unsuspectin 
Democrats, given the sole charge of the wor 
ot the commission, and they, not knowing 
that I was the artful and desperate Republican 

artisan which Mr. Oberly has shown me to 
be. approvedevery actofmine during their 
absence. It so happens that at the very time 
selected by Commissioner Oberly for the con- 
spiracy of the two Republican Commissioners 
in 1884 for over-riding the Democratic Commis- 


sioner and securing Republican examiners for | 


the Pension Office, one of those Republican 
Commissioners was absenton his vacation, 
and the only conspiracy possible was 
between one Republican and one Democrat. 
This is only one of many indications I must 
give that Commissioner Oberly is not guilty of 
a knowledge of the facts. It is a curious com- 
mentary upon Commissioner Oberly’s ar- 
raignment that at the very period within 
which he fixes his charges Iwas using my 
official influence to prevent Gen. Black ot Lil- 
inois (the Democratic Commissioner of Pen- 
N Democratic examiners, Sen- 
ator Logan of that State, who I believe knows 
something about its politicsand appreciates 
partisan services, was maturing his plan for 
defeating my second nomination as a Com- 
missioner on the ground that I would do 
nothing for the Republicans, even if Lwas not 
an awiul Mugwump. I may not object to the 
supreme embodiment of Bourbon partisan- 
ship holding that view of my conduct, but 
was it not rather hard to have a Democratic 
Civil Service Commissioner indict me at the 
same time for reprehensible partisanship? 
ADMISSIONS AND DISCLAIMERS. 

I wrote to Commissioner Uberly on the sub- 
ject, submitting precise questions. His answer 
contains this language: 1 did not intend to 
have it inferred that the special rule of July 22, 
1884, or the certification at any time of the 
whole list of eligibles, or the reduction of the 
maximum to 50, was provided for the purpose 
of enabling Commissioner Dudley to get Re- 
publicans, or for any partisan purpose or for 
any purpose inconsistent with official 
fidelity and good faith on the part of each 
and all ot the commissioners, as I have not 
intended to represent that, in any particular, 
you ever exercised your functions or used 
your influence as acommissioner in violation 
of the duties or proprieties of your office.’’ 

Giving the writer credit, as 8 do, for 
manly frankness and candor, I accept with 
pleasure these unequivocal and emphatic 
declarations, unablees I am to reconcile them 
with the general suggestion of his printed let- 
ter with the language I have quoted from it. 
What do these broad admissions and dis- 
claimers leave of the charges and the 
censures by which Democratic commis- 
sioners were shown to be tar less partisan 
and wise than Republican Commissioners? If 
the Republican Commissioners were not pa. 
tisan and kept within the ‘‘proprieties of the 
office,’’ and were not guilty of violating any 
official duty, on what ground are they put on 
their defense? It would seem to be reduced to 
doing wrong while performing their duty with 
propriety, orto reprehensible propriety and 

in the discharge of duty. Une can 

happy over an acqul on the 

ground of stupid * even of reprehensible 

ropriety. It is humiliating to save one’s 
honor at the cost of one’s common sense.

ON HIS TRAIL. 


THE PROHIBITIONISTS OF MAINE WORRY- 
ING MR. JAMES d. BLAINE. 


The Plumed Knight Hemmed In on All Sides 
by the Third Party—Hot Shot Fired atthe 

4. “Artfal Dodger’’—How the Campaign Is 
Being Conducted in Maine—Chances ef 
the Democratic Party.

BAx GOR, Me., September 6.—In one of the 
school geographies of a number of years ago 
there was an illustrated narrative of the circus 
the early settlers used to have with the 
original tenants of this land.

laine and his constant repetition of it since 
the r movement would not have at- 
tained to half the dignity and importance it 
has reached in the past two weeks. Whether 
it amounts to little or much on election day, 
it has been made an issue; the Prohibition 
party has become. crystallized; it has 
‘fcome to stay,“ unless it sbcuid be 
ignominously wiped out on the 138th inst., 
which doesn’t seem at all likely, and in the 
event of disaffection from any cause in 
the Republican ranks between now and 1888, it 
is pretty sure to cause serious trouble and 
threaten destruction of all the fond hopes 
that r Republicans have been nursing 
since 1884. A good many Republicans here, who 
look ahead, are tugging at their hair and say- 
ing hard things about Blaine for what they call 
his foolishness, and they give it even harsher 
names, in taking any notice of the ‘‘cranks,’’ 
as they term theProhbibitionists. These men 
know very well, or say they do, that Blaine 
did not make his onslaught because of any 
anxiety he felt that Maine might go Demo- 
cratic this year, but because ‘he eared the 
third party, if allowed to exist, might imperil 
his chances two years hence if he gotthe nom- 
ination, and he determined to try and crush 
it in its infancy. But instead, it seems as 
though he bad opened a bornet's nest. It is

an §,000 to 10,000 vote. They had expected a 
modest campaign and had only afew speak- 
ers booked. No sooner had Blaine trod on 
their corns, however, than this condition of 
mild protest changed to a scene of activity. 
A State headquarters biossomed out, promi- 
nent prohibition orators were telegraphed 
for, and local oratorical talent was organized 
and assigned to duty. All the heavy guns 
were trained toward Blaine. St. John, the ex- 
Prohibition Governor of Kansas, smeared 
himself with his fiercest war paint and started 
in on Blaine's heels. The octogenarian, 
Neal Dow, postponed his retirement 
from active political life, and has been nim- 
bly scurrying here and there, now charging 
on Blaine’s rear, following up a night or two 
afterwards in towns where Blaine had spoken, 
and again cutting across the country to head 
Blaine off and get inthe first word, leaving 
to St. John the job of hanging onto the 
enemy’srear. The local papers each day fur- 
nish maps of the battle, as it were. Dow’s 
artillery in front pours hot shot into the 
Blaine camp, St. John worries him in the 
rear, while Blaine sandwiched in between 
them aims his guns both front and rear.

**WOULD LIKE TO KNOW, YOU KNOW.’’

BLAINE’S REPLY. 

To only No. 8 of these questions has Mr. 
Biaine thus far made any reply. He adheres 
to and reiterates his utterances of 1863 in 
favor of taxing 8 and making the tax a 
source of revenue to the States. s argues 
that the best way to lessen the consumption 
of whisky is by making it expensive to the 
consumer. But while he takes the safe, 
moral und that the drinking of too much 
liquor is injurious, he is very careful not to 
come out in favor of a national prohibi- 
— aw. understands 
well that to t and bold the 
vote in Maine he must cater to the prohibition 
element, which is not represented by the radi- 
cal few who have organized the third party, 
but embraces a majority of the voters of the 
State, asahown by the fact that — amend- 
ment to the Constitution was recently passed 
embodying prohibition: He must, therefore, 
be sufficientiy outspoken at home on the pro- 
hibition question to keep his own State in line, 
for he vould not, of course, go into the Na- 
tional Convention in 1888 without it. And he 
must also be sufficiently dumb or equivocal 
not to antagonize the prohibition voter 
of Ohio and Indiana. to say nothing of New 
York. And there, by the way, is the particu- 
lar rub. Blaine is more afraid of New York 
than of any oth State in the Union. He 
realizes that the tifirty-five votes of the Em- 
pire State have got to be in the column that 
shows a majority in the Electoral College, and 
herealizes, too, that there are about 250,000 
prohibition voters, mostly drawn from the Re- 

ublican ranks. and that if the third-party 
— shall have become national by 1888, 
it will be all day with the Repub- 
lican Presidential candidate. Hence his 
eagerness to stamp it out in Maine, and hence 
the dismay of some of the Republican leaders, 
who observe the third party apparently thriy- 
ing on kicks and cuffs. 

Meanwhile, the Democrats, like ‘‘Brer Rab- 
bit, are lying low. They are holding few 
meetings, and there is but little surface indi- 
cation that they are specially interested in the 
result of the election.

CHARLEY DOW’s ADVENTUROUS TRIP Or 
800 MILES ON MEXICO’S GULF. 


His.Escapes from the Fury of the Waves— 
Drifting from Sight of Land in a Twelve- 
Foot Sail-Boat—Perilous Passage Across 
Tampa Bay—Dow Contemplating An- 
other Journey, This Time of 1,800 Miles 
An Interesting Story. 


St. Louis has a prodigy in the shape of a boy 
voyager, who, if his past performances can 
be taken as an earnest of what he will doin 
the future, will acquire a name that will 
prove a dangerous rival to that genial gentie- 
man, Capt. Paul Boyton. The name of our 
voyager is Charles O. Dow, a young man of 
18 years of age. Last July he made an ex- 
tensive trip in a fragile boat, alone and un- 
protected from the fury of the storm and 
waves, fora distance of 800 miles along the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico. Toa reporter 


Charley Dow. 
for the PosT-DISPaTcH Mr. Dow gave a graph- 


ic description of the trip. On July 1, of 
this year, said he, ‘‘I started out from Sara- 
sota Bay, Florida, to come to St. Louis by way 
of New Orleans, and would in all proba- 
bility have successfully completed the trip 
had I not been stopped by quarantine, which 
was on the coast at that time. 

‘‘I started out from Dr. Dunham’s place at 
7:80 in the morning. The weather was threat- 
ening, but, as we frequently had squalls in the 
rainy season, which was then on, I didn’t 
mind it. Ihad gone about three miles when 
the storm broke outin all its fury. Whenl 
tell you how small my boat was you can im- 
age howl! felt with the wind blowing a gale 
and the big waves dancing under and all 
around me. My boat was twelve feet long, 
four and a half feet beam or wide, about two 
feet high and carried fifteen feet of sail. As 
s00N as 
: THE STORM STRUCK ME 
I got down sail, and justin time too, reefed and 
ran before it to a house I could see about two 
miles to leeward. I madea safe landing, tied 
my boat to a stake, which was tbere and went 
into the place. I found it was the home ofone 
of our neighbors named Spang, situated about 
two miles by land fromthe point from which 
Istarted. The Spangs were very hospitable 
and I stayed there all day andnight. The next 
day,tne storm having abated during the night, 


I started out again at 10 o elock in the morning. 
I had a bead wind for about two miles and 
ran up and out of the mouth of 
Tampa Bay by the Egmont Light- 
house. While crossing the mouth of 
the bay (there are two outlets into the gulf 
at this point, and I had to go out at the other) 
another squall struck me. put in a reef, 
went ahead and got safely to the light-house 
although I had a terrible tussle to do it. The 
waves were fully six feet high and tossed me 
about as 2 ge my craft was nothing but a 
bubble. Ihad all sail up and it was with the 
extremest difficulty that I could handle the 
boat. IfIhad not been a master of the art 
and successtully managed the boat I would 
not be talking to younow. Twenty-two 
vessels had taken down their sail and ran in 
so you may judge what a plight I was in. 

Well, I finally got to the light-house, where 
I laid for a couple of hours untilthe squall had 
subsided, The keeper told me he couldn’t 
understand how I ever got over alive, and ad- 
vised me not to try it again under similar cir- 
cumstances. I asked bim the best route to 
town, and he told metogo right out inthe 
gulf. soI crossed over to the Mullet Key and 
kept outside to St. John’s Pass. Here I got 
stuck by getting too nearthe shoals,and had to 
stay all night, and until (o' clock in the morn- 
ing, when I got off. I then went inside, and 
taking the wrong pass went into Tampa Bay 
again about fifteen miles out of my way. i 
discovered my mistake, however, and went 
pack to Distan City, where I got water and 
provisions. I had dinner and started out 
about 1 o’clock, with a good breeze, for Clear 
Water Harbor, at which I arrived about 
dark. I stayed there all night, 
and when ernie came 1 found 
there was no wind. I heard that there was a 
young man in the town who wanted to go to 
Apalatchicola, and offered to take him along 
with me, but when he sawthe boat he would 
not go. I started from Ciear Water Harbor at 
2 o’clock, with a slight west breeze, and 
reached Antlote by night, 1 went on board 
the sponging-boat Champion, which was 
anchored off the shore, and stayed on board 
until the next day at (oOo clock, when I started 
for St. Martin’s Keys; got to Bay View at 2 
o’clock and had to run up to get water, as I 
was out of it. This put me back about two 
hours, and when I got back into the gulf 
again there was no wind, s0 I tied up toan 
oar and went to sleep. 

„„I awoke at dark, and as a breeze had 
started up while I slept, I sailed. I went along 
in the dark but found thatI could not run in 
the night, striking oyster reefs that I could 
not observe in the dark. This induced me to 

o further out to an island wherel tied up. 

nthe morning there was a light wind. I 
sailed toa schooner whichI saw some four 
miles out but the wind failed me when I was 
about two miles from her and I was compelled 
to row. Itook dinner on board then got to 
Westlochie River by the time night was begin- 
ning to fall, I got in just in time to escape a 
storm which lasted two hours. When Ilawoke 
I —- myself lying in the bottom of the boat

NO LAND IN SIGHT. 

It was still the grey of the morning and I 
awaited patiently for the sun to come out. 48 
soon as it did I steered landwards and reached 
it about dinner-time. Imust have got loose 
early in the night, and both tide and wind be- 
ing off shore, they carried me such a long dis- 
tance. When I took the bearings I found that 
I was almost atthe same place from which I 
had broken loose. I went along in sight 
ot land for about ten miles when I met with 
a sloop called the ‘Old Dave.’ The Dave 
had a colored man and a boy on board. The 
man told me to put across the bay about five 
miles and it would save me twenty miles. He 
3 out to me the smoke over Cedar 

eys which could be seen now andthen. The 
cause of the appearance and non-appearance 
of the smoke was the lull and risé of the 
wind. I started straight for it and by 8 o’ clock 
was out of sight of land again, but could see 
the smoke plainly. At 4 o’ clock I saw the 
land again and at6 o’clock was within three 
— of the shore but then there was no wind

I rowed in and arrived just in time to avoid 
a heavy squall which tore things up terribly.

WOLFF WOUNDED. 


Charles Stewart Parnell Accused of Snubbing 
the Emissary of the Knights of St. Patrick. 


A special cable from London gives the fol- 
lowing account of the experiences of Mr. M. 
A. Wolff, the purse-bearer of the Knights of 
St. Patrick, with Charies Stewart Parnell, the 
home rule leader: 

A very angry man who left for Paris yester- 
day was Marcus A. Wolff, a prominent real es- 
tate dealer of St. Louls and a leading member 
ot the Knights of St. Patrick of that city. 
When he came over two or three weeks ago he 
brought as a giff to the Irish cause £1,500, 
collected by St. Louis Knights of St. 
Patrick, with instructions to send it over to 
Parnell. He went on a tour through Ireland 


and Scotland, and did not reach London till 
this week. One ofthe first things he did was 
to write to Mr. Parnell a note saying that he 
would be pleased to call when it would suit his 
convenience, adding that he was from St. 
Louis anda member of the Knights of St. 
Patrick, who entertained Mr. Parneil when he 
went out to Americasome years ago. He said 
nothing about money. No answer came, and 
nexteday Mr. Wolff sent a telegram asking it 
his note had been received. No answer. 
Waiting still another day, he wrote a 
of some length, explaining more 
who he was, and his anxiety 
to see him in regard to a mission 
with which he had been entrusted, still re 
serving mention of money. Again no answer. 
He then wrote to Mr. Parnell an — letter 
saying that he had £1,500 for him, but as it 
seemed impossible to see him, he would return 
it to the Knights of St. Patrick in St. Louis. 
This brought a telegram from Mr. Parnell 
saying that the first note had been opened, 
and that he would be giad to see him (Mr. 
Wolft) at the House of Commons that evening 
at 8 o'clock, but Mr. Wolff did not zo. He 
took his draft for £1,500 and went over to 
Paris. He says he will return next week and 
send Mr. Parnell his card, and if he wants the 
money he can call and get it. Mr. Wolff puts 
his own construction on the failure of Mr. 
Parnell to see his first three — and it 
— be mentioned that Mr. Parnel talled to 
make complaint of this kind. Friends of the 
Irish cause who come over here expecting any 
efforts on Mr. Parnell’s ony to make them feel 
at home, will generali disappointed. For 
a leader of the cause of democracy and human 
rights, he is strangely reserved and exclusive.
